bers of the "soft" approach were won over 
We must credit in great part the strong 
approach of the representatives of Latin 
American nations which felt thoroughly 
fed up with Castro and the firm work by 
Sec of State Dean Rusk 


For a long time the United States has 


been afraid to flex its muscle* particu- 
larly m dealing with Latin American na- 
tions, for fear of being accused of undue 
pressure and Yanqui'imperialism. Until 
quite recently thit attitude also has been 
apparent in the voting of our delegates at 
the United Nations We bent over back- 
wards so as not to criticize new nations 
or give the impression that we were trying 
to rule the world and often fell flat 


Obviously there is room for caution in 


international deals The very word diplo- 
matic implies leading rather than push- 
ing People often can come to a particular 
point of view if they are not hurried 
But 


we went so far in this direction that we 
abdicated our leadership 


At Punta del Este, Sec Rusk made it 


clear in speeches and in private talks how

the polygraph as evidence in court may be 
that its performance depends heavily upon 
the training experience, competency and 
integrity of the examiner and his ability 
to properly read and analyie the graph,

time colleges will offer • full course for 
polygraph examiners and that this will 
result in a code of ethics and proper licens-
